I then went to 
the bank and transferred the thirty 
thousand dollars to Moore, as I knew 
he wus the substantial owner of the 
money. I felt that in using that 
money I was using Moure’s money. 
He brought back the stock. Did you 
take back $20,000 to Main and Win- 
chester and Moore subsequently 
paid 310,000 on a note. [No 
avswer. Kitfrell objects, and 
asks that the questions be confined 
to the question of the affray at which 
Kittrell was killed.
